1* Glassification of Intercepted Traffic Passed from Intercept 

Stations to Processing Activities . 

A recommendation against adoption of the NSA proposal to revise 
paragraph 40 of Appendix B regarding procedures for handling and mailing 
certain Intercept traffic to field stations was forwarded to the Executive 
Secretary on 18 June 1954« 

2. Review of IBGIB Directives No. A and No. 8 . 

SEGCOM found that no substantive revisions xjere needed in order 
to comply xd.th the provisions of Appendix B* This recommendation was 
fo3Twarded to the Executive Secretary on 21 July 1954* 

3. Use of the Term "FOR (FFIGIAL TEE 0MLY» for COMINT Information 

Not Within the Purview of Executive Order No. 10501 . 

SEGCOM unanimously agreed that COMINT information is adequately 
protected by the classification system and by the term "HANDLE VIA COMENT 
GHANNEIS ONLY" or its currently used variations and that there is no need 
at this time for the adoption of the teimi "FOR OFFICIAL TEE ONLY". This 
recommendation was forwarded to the Executive Secretary on 6 August 1954* 



4. Secixritv Classification of "The Signal Corns: The Emergency" . 

A unanimously agreed recommendation that the infonnatlon con- 
. \tained in the document Sig^ Corps; The Emergency" shotild not be 

JjA ' Jbi/lncluded in an unclassified official document over which no securLby and 
distribution control xdJJ. be maintained was forwarded to the Executive 3 
Secretary on 11 October 1954« ^ " / 

5. Revision of TECIB Directive No. 5 . 



To avoid possible misinterpretation of the intent of TECIB 
Directive No. 5 the Security Committee recommended that a paragraph be 
added to the Directive pointing out that its provisions are applicable 
to persons being considered for access to Categories III and II COMINT. 
This recommendation was foan;ra,rded to the Executive Secretary on 
16 November 1954. 
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6, Hevislon of ISCIB Directive No. lA . 

The Security Committee reviewed the need for establishment of 
a uniform policy for determining specific areas considered to involve 
undue risks for COMIKT cleared personnel. It was concluded that there 
was an immediate need for such guidance and a recommended revision to 
IBCIB Directive No, 14 was accordingly sent to the Executive Secretary 
on 29 November 1954*

7, TBCIB Policy Concerning the Release of COMIMT to the Legis- 
lative Branch of the Government , 

The Security Committee reviewed vrays and means of enhancing 
the prospect of being able to maintain the degree of security desired 
for classified information made available to the Legislative Branch 
of the government. The review res\ilted in a unanimous recommendation 
that a IBCIB policy governing release of COMENT information be estab- 
lished. A recommended IBCIB poliqjr was therefore sent to the Executive 
Secretary on 16 December 1954* 

8, Revision of IBCIB Directive No. 6 . 

A recommended revision of IBCIB Directive No. 6 contai 2 xing 
present criteria plus guidance regarding manufacture of codeword stamps 
and printing of paper bearing a COMINT codeword was forwarded on 
17 December 1954* 

9, Glassification and Handling of Documents Containing Information 

About COMINT Activities . 

Unanimous agreement was reached on all aspects of a proposed 
directive on this subject and Tjas’fonrarded to the Executive Secretary 
on 17 December 1954«
